“West Point in Our NexrWar,” the 
second edition of which has just come 
out with a preface which is both time- 
ly and interesting, wSS written by Gen- 
eral Woodhull, a Trustee of the Uni- 
versify, who has been particularly active 
in its affairs for several years. 

The first edition, of this book was 
issued in 1915, and had no small part in 
the awakening of our people to the wis- 
dom of raising an army by conscrip- 
tion. - ♦ 

General WoodhuH’s preface to the 
later edition of hiS work claims “the 
demonstration, in the late war with Ger- 
many,. of conscription as the only logi- 
cal and efficient method of creating an 
army, and that the day of the volunteer 
soldier has passed. Washington’s ad- 
vice — in peace prepare for war — is as 
sound as his warning against entangling 
alliances.
